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Habitat build complete in Didsbury

A family will be calling 
Valarosa and Didsbury their 
home starting Saturday morning 
when the keys from the Habitat 
for Humanity build are passed 
over. 

In 2010 the construction for the 
bungalow was started by a hand¬ 
ful of volunteers. In June, the 
organization was calling on the 
community for help. 

“It was slow at the beginning," 
said Crawford, who said there 
were about eight people from the 
area who stepped in to volunteer. 
“But by the fall the volunteers 
came in full force to help get 
tilings going and we were very 
successful.” 

In total, 23 volunteers, six 
members of the organization, and 
340 hours were used to complete 
the house and surrounding land¬ 
scaping. 

“It feels pretty exciting, espe¬ 
cially when you get to meet the 
family,” explained Crawford. 

The home was started last May 
and the exterior of the home as 


well as the landscaping were 
completed in the fall before the 
cold weather set in. During the 
winter months the group worked 
on the inside, completing the fin¬ 
ishing work by April, explained 
Harold Johnsrude. 

“We’re definitely pleased that 
the project’s completed and 1 
think they’re going to have a nice 
house to have," he said. 

Habitat for Humanity’s 
Homeownershp Program 

requires no down payment and 
offers no interest mortgages with 
payments set at 30 per cent of 
gross income or less. It’s geared 
to help people who make too 
much to qualify for low-income 
housing but too little to afford a 
full mortgage. 

It’s the seventh home the 
organization has built in 
Mountain View County since 
2002, and the first one they’ve 
built in Didsbury. 

“We’re not planning to do a 
build in 2011,” said Johnsrude, 
who explained the organization 
is looking to merge with affiliate 
habitat organizations in Alberta. 

He said with the number of 


mortgages to look after the 
administrative work is starting to 
take up most of the volunteer 
time. 

“It’s starting to become a much 
bigger burden as far as time-wise 


for volunteers, and a lot of volun¬ 
teers on the l>oard want to spend 
time on the house," he said. 

Over the next year the organi¬ 
zation will be planning its next 
step as well as scoping out funds 


and land for its 2012 build, which 
he said will be in Carstairs. 

The organization was mum on 
details of the new family but said 
they would be introduced at the 
key exchange this weekend.

Canada's national police force is tin- Koval 
Canadian Mounted Police, and what hotter 
time to leant more about who they are and 
what they do than during National Police 
Week. May 15 to ill. While today's "Mountics" 
still work to “always get their man", to do so 
requires so much more than when the RCMP 
was rivaled hack in 1S73. 

Originally, the RCMP provided general law 
enforcement for early settlers in Canada, w ith 
a role that varied from establishing peaceful 
relationships between settlers and the First 
Nations, to fighting tires if the need arose.

Other branches deal with firearms, educa¬

On it more local level. RCMP officers still 
provide everyday policing in areas not served 
by provincial or municipal police services.

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Slain woman found east of Olds

Friends and family are 
grieving this week for a 
young Red Deer woman 
police say was murdered 
and dumped at the side of 
a rural road near Olds. 

The body of Jenna 
Cartwright, 21, was dis¬ 
covered in a ditch about 
four kilometres northeast 
of Olds on Rge. Rd. 10 last 
Tuesday evening. 

Cartwright was report¬ 
ed missing on April 12 
and was last seen in Red 
Deer on March 29. 

“Right now we’re con¬ 
centrating on supporting 
one another," said 
Cartwright’s aunt who 
was reached Saturday 
and asked not to be 
named. “Jenna leaves 
behind a beautiful two- 
year-old daughter, broth¬ 
ers, twin sister and we’re 
all just trying to cope with 
such an awful tragedy." 

Police were called to 
the location about 7 p.m. 
May 3 when a neighbour¬ 
ing resident who was 
driving by found a dead 
body in a ditch. 

An autopsy conducted 
last week on the female 
remains determined that 


the victim, was 
Cartwright. 

Police say she was mur¬ 
dered, but police had not 
released the actual cause 


of death by press time 
yesterday. 

Sgt. Patrick Webb, com¬ 
munications liaison with 
the RCMP’s southern 
Alberta district, said 
every sudden death is 
treated as a murder until 
further investigation rules 
otherwise. 

“We treat every unex¬ 
plained sudden death as a 
homicide. The reason for 
that is because we only 
have one chance to col¬ 
lect all the evidence in the 


best manner so we treat 
... every death (as a homi¬ 
cide). If it turns out later 
to be accidental, natural 
causes or something like 


that . .. then we haven’t 
missed anything and we 
know we just collected 
more than we needed. 
And if it does turn out to 
be a murder, then we’ve 
taken the right steps, 
from the beginning. That’s 
the situation with this 
one,” he said. 

Webb said he couldn’t 
confirm nor deny that the 
body was wrapped in a 
carpet or blanket when it 
was found. 

“There’s all sorts of 


details about the scene 
itself, what was found 
there, the condition of 
the body, how long it 
had been there ... we’re 
not releasing any of that 
information because it’s 
going to be part of the 
investigation, so we just 
can’t let that out. Our 
primary purpose is to 
identify who did this and 
get a conviction. All 
those details, we’re 
holding onto because 
we’re apprehensive that 
if we let it out that may 
impact upon our ability 
to get a conviction,” he 
said. 

The road where the 
body was found was 
blocked off shortly after 7 
p.m. on May 3 and was 
reopened sometime the 
next day, Webb said. 

The RCMP is looking to 
speak to anyone who may 
have information relating 
to the victim or the crime. 
They are asked to contact 
the Olds detachment at 
(403) 556-3324 or

222-8477.
